“If forty years hence we will be will­ 
ing to confess that, while we were abit 
to gain victories over hunger, thirst, 
weariness and the rigors of the climate, 
to the American arm y and navy is dut 
the victory over the Spanish, why not 
be honest and confess it now?”
